1864, British North America 
consists of four widely separated 
Settled areas, Each knows little

FEEDING YOUR “SPACEMAN” 

Today, the faces of our youths, 
at least the boys, are turned to- 
ward outer space. ‘The plastic 
helmet has crowded the padded 
helmet out of the toy shops, or 
threatens to do so, and the feath- 
ered head-dress adored by the 
boys of other days is almost a 
rarity.

Does sweeping helpin curling? 
Ever since the first broom was 
designed in Scotland this question 
has been a major subject of 
conversation, Finally after all 
these years scientific tests were 
carried out by the Toronto Star, 

A machine was invented by Reg 
Werlich consisting of a pendu- 
lum mounted between two ‘‘A’’ 
shaped frames, It could be ad- 
justed to deliver either aninturn 
or outturn at various. speeds, 
Starting on a fresh sheet of ice, 
rocks were propelled unswept 
until it was decided the ice was 
keen enough to begin, 

The first rock was sent un- 
swept, The second was swept 
and travelled 18 feet 7 inches 
further, A third rock was also 
unswept and travelled 4 feet 6 
inches further than the prev- 
iously unswept rock, but still 
14 feet short of the swept rock, 

This indicated sweeping pro- 
duces a lasting effect by wearing 
down the pebble and in effect, 
polishing jt, But the distance 
between swept and unswept con- 
tinued between eight and 14 feet, 

As the sweeping continued on 
the alternate rocks, the unswept 
rocks carried further as long as 
they were directed in the same 
path, When adjustments were 
made in the machine, altering the 
eventual target once more the 
distance the rocks travelled was 
reduced until more rocks had 
been delivered and more done to 
keen up the ice, 

The test also served to dis- 
prove another theory, According 
to some people sweeping pro- 
duced a vacuum in front of the

sweeping behind the rock would 
create a reverse effect and hold 
the rock back, With the two men 
Sweeping behind the rockin atest 
it travelled further in the same 
path than its predecessorwhich 
was unswept but only inthesame 
ratio as one rock following an- 
other in the same path, 

Sweeping also had an effect on 
the amount of curl, In the initial 
test the swept rock not only 
travelled 18 feet 7 inches further 
but came to rest eight inches 
closer to the centre line than 
the unswept rock, The third rock, 
also unswept, again drew less 
than the first rock, 

The accompanying diagram 
shows graphically the difference 
between rocks which are not 
swept and those that are swept.

St, Albert owes its existence to 
the vision and apostolic zeal of 
two outstanding Canadian per- 
sonalities, Empire-builders they 
could be called, The first is 
Right Reverend Alexandre Tache 
O.M,I, Bishop of St, Boniface, 
whose organizational genius and 
boundless activity exerted a most 
beneficial influence from the 
Great Lakes to the Rockies, The 
second is reverend Father La- 
combe, O,M,I, a famous pioneer 
missionary whom the Cree Ind- 
ians named: ‘‘The Noble Soul’’, 
and the Blackfeet: ‘‘The Man with 
a Good Heart’’; aphilantropist to 
whom Sir Van Horne paid this 
tribute: ‘‘We who know him, love 
him because of this goodness and 
we feel that he is great; a 
statesman whom history will al- 
ways remember as ‘‘The Legen- 
dary Black Robe’’, 

The immediate purpose of 
Alberta’s third Catholic settle- 
ment, as such were called, was to 
foster thé spiritual, moral and 
material welfare ofalarge group 
of needy Metis families; former 
servants of the fur trading comp- 
anies, but now without gainful 
employment and unprepared for 
the fast changing economy of the 
North-West, whichwas soon to be 
marked by the disappearance of 
the ‘‘all-providing buffalo’’ and 
the invasion of their hunting and 
fishing grounds by white settlers, 


The Metis, as they call them- 
selves, numbered about 15,000 
souls in the early 50’s and were 
rapidly increasing in numbers, 
They had spread far and wide 
over western Canada, Coming 
from French, Scotch or English 
fathers and Indian mothers, they 
were all Christians, most of them 
Catholics, It can be said to their 


credit that they were always an-- 


xious to perform the practices of 
their religion and, inmany cases, 


were the first messengers of the 
teachings of Christ among their 
blood-cousins, the Indians, They 
were a natural and helpful link 
between the redskins and the 
palefaces, who often appeared to 
these as intruders and invaders 
of their ancestral realms, 

Except for a few groups of 
families who had been prevailed 
upon to settle down in the vicinity 
of St, Boniface, these care-free 
inhabitants of the plains lived a 
nomadic life, Their sole occupat- 
ion was that of fishing or hunting 
for their daily fare, unless they 
were hired as boatsmen, guides, 
interpreters, hunters or.ser- 
vants by one of the three fur 
companies or some private 
trader; or as ox-cart drivers by 
the Catholic missionaries, In all 
these tasks, they proved them- 
selves faithful and invaluable 
helpers, ; 

As long as they could follow the 
buffalo herds in their annualtrek 
from across the U.S, border or 
the foothills of the Rockies up 
the Saskatchewan, Red Deer and 
Battle Rivers and; and as long 
as the lakes and rivers were at 
their disposal and food was plent- 
iful, they were a happy race, 
With the advent of powder-rifles 
and the first settlers, the buffalo 
were slaughtered in such num- 
bers that the time was fast ap- 
proaching when these skilful hun- 
ters must perforce earn a living 
from the soil, 

When the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany organized its service of 
river-steamers, large numbers 
of boatsman were no longer re- 
quired and, thus, a largenumber 
of Metis were out of work, In 
1838, about forty of these families 
had pitched their tents around 
Fort Edmonton, where they soon 
ran out of food, Idleness and 
liquor wrought havock among 
them and their presence was an 
awful headache to Mr, Rowand, 
the chief Factor of the fort, 

In order to ease this situation 
and attempt a solution to this 


vexing problem, Mr, Rowand 
wrote to Bishop Provencher of 
St, Boniface, asking for the ser- 
vices of a Catholic Priest, The 
Bishop promised to send One as 
soon ‘as that could be arranged, 
A more urgent request in 1841 
was to bring results, Reverend 
Father A, Thibault, a veteran 
missionary of Manitoba, left St, 
Boniface in April, 1842, and ar- 
rived in’ Edmonton on June 19th, 
He was received very cordially 
by Mr, Rowland and the whole 


group of white and Metis popul-. 


ation, including bands of Cree 
and Blackfeet Indians, 

The Metis and Crees asked 
the visitor that a permanent 
settlement be established for 
them, Thevaliant missionary re- 
turned the following year and 
gathered about forty Metis fam- 
ilies around him, to settle about 
45 miles north-west of the Fort 
on the shore of Devil’s Lake, 
which he renamed Lac Ste, Anne 
The choice of the site of these 
first establishments was dictated 


by their adaptability to the pur-- 


pose for which they were in- 


te Bt: Anne was far enough 


remeved. from the scenes of 
bloody encounters between the 
Cree and their dreaded enemies 
the Blackfeet and Assiniboines, 
It was close enough to Edmonton 
that the comforts of religion 
could be brought occassionally to 
the Catholic population in or 
around the fort, It provided good 
fishing and hunting and ‘the dis- 
trict seemed suitable for ranch- 
ing and farming, It was hoped that 
the Metis could be taught the ways 
of civilization, and that they 
would also learn to earn a living 
from the soil as well as from the 
lake and forest, 

Father Albert Lacombe, then a 
secular priest, but who was soon 
to become and Oblate missionary 
replaced Father Thibault in 1852 
and set out to better the social 
condition of his charges through 
education, He secured the ser- 
vices of Miss Dorval, the first 
school-teacher in Saskatchewan, 
In 1859, he was successful in 
obtaining the services of three 
Grey Nuns from Montreal, Sister 
Emery, the first superior, with 
the help of Sister Lamy and Sister

OL’ 007’s AT IT AGAIN! Being “‘firstest with the mostess’’ 
is synonymous with the 007 designation, and the RCAF’s latest 
basic jet trainer, the Tutor, is no exception, This Gimli-based 
trainer with the celebrated 007 as registration is one of 190 
owned by the RCAF, and was the first to log 1,000 hours flying 
time, At the controls at the time was Flight Lieutenant W.J. 
Barrett, 25, of Vancouver, B.C., and Wetaskiwin, Alberta, an 
instructor at CFB Gimli, Tutor 007 also flew the first official 
Tutor airshow as lead aircraft in the 1964 national Air Force 
Day show at CFB Rockcliffe, Ont, The plane provides high- 
speed, high-altitude training for student pilots from the time 
they make their first flight until they fly operational jets. 


It flies 600 hours between major overhauls and is expected’ 
to last for 15,000 flying hours, twice as long as any other western 
country’s trainer, The CT-114 Tutor also is the plane selected 
by the RCAF’s new aerobatic team, the Golden Centennaires, 
which will perform 100 times across Canada in 1967, The 32- 
foot long trainer, developed by Canadair, has a wingspan of 
36 and one 1/2 feet, flies at a maximum speed of 475 MPH and 
has a service ceiling of 43,000 feet,

Jumping the gun by a few hours 
the national capital, appropriately, 
will usher in Canada’s Centennial 
Year. A televised message from 
the Queen, the lighting of the Cen- 
tennial Flame on Parliament Hill 
and a message to the country from 
the prime minister are part of the 
New Year’s Eve program . at 
Ottawa. 


Starting at 7 p.m., ceremonies 
on Parliament Hill to inaugurate 
Centennial will be carried on a 
live telecast for half an hour. 


It is Newfoundland, . the. last 
province to join Confederation, 
which will start the midnight peal- 
ing of Wild Bells and herald the 
12 months of celebrations marking 
the hundredth anniversary of Can- 
ada’s Confederation. 


Because Newfoundland clocks 
are set on the first of seven time 
zones across the country, tower 
bells on churches and town halls 
in the communities of the great 
Atlantic island will be the first to 
ring. Wild Bells will ring at in- 
tervals in the other time zones 
across the land. The last will be 
those in the far north and west, at 
midnight Yukon Standard Time.

With the lighting of the Centen- 
nial Flame by the prime minister 
torch bearers will run to light fires 
of friendship in the civic centres 
of Ottawa’s neighboring commu- 
nities. Similar fire lighting cere- 
monies will take place in the other 
parts of the country to signal the 
start of community celebrations. 


The next day, January 1, the 
Confederation Train will be de- 
dicated at Ottawa before its trip to 
Victoria where it will start its 
1967 trans-Canada tour on Jan- 
uary 9. 


1967 is a great occasion for 
Canada. From Ottawa I extend 
wishes on behalf of the Centen- 
nial Commission to all Canadians 
for a happy, enjoyable Centennial 
year and a future as bright as the 
highest hopes we have for Canada 
in the coming years.
